Fudge. 1 therefore deſire to be excus'd, as Printing it 
altogether npon conitraint, to avoid or avert, or at leait | 
to allay a greater evil of Miſ-reputation. | 
' 1 alſo intreat, that my deſign in Preaching that Sermon 
may be wnderfiood, which appears from the final drift of 
it, which was to move the "People to moſt earneſt "Prayer, 
that God wonld Unite Our King and his *Parliament, 
contrary to the manifeit endeavours of the Papiſts, For 
1 atwayes efteem'd it the moſt dangerous and chief part of 
the *Popiſh *Plot to diſturb the cloſe Union and ſweet A- 
greement of the King and bis *Parliament, without which 
neither Our Church, nor our State can Flouriſh or Proſper. 
And without donbt this is One of bis eMajeſty's greateſt 
Criefi, as his moſt gracious Declaration does intimate, 
that he'was conſtrain'd to make ſo many Diſſolutions and 
ſhort Seſſions.

H E Trope is frequent in Scripture, that 
the Church is Typed by a Ship. As b 
Noah's Ark, Gen. 6. By the Ship in &. 
midſt of the Sea, Mat. 8. 23. and 14. 24. 
and Rev. 8. 9. Churches are called Ships. And the 
body of every Church is call'd its Nave. So the Now- 
Church of England ſeems to be aptly repreſented by 
this Ship of St. Paul in the Text, which being caught 
with a Tempeſtuous Wind, called Exroclydor, could 
not bear up into Wind ; but was driven at the mercy 
of the Maſter of the Winds. This will appear by all 
the Circumſtances related of this Ship in this preſent 
Chapter, Only I muſt firſt premiſe, 
That the Now-Church of Exgland may be taken, 
Firſt, In a Common ſenſe, as it includes all called 
Proteſtants : Or, 
Secondly, In a fele&t ſenſe, as itincludes only true 
Proteſtants. 
Thirdly, In a Malignant ſenſe, as it includes only 
B Papiſts

Papiſts or Popiſhly affected Ones. Or, 

Fourthly, In 4 National ſenſe, as it includes all Ex- 
eliſiSabjetts. We ſhall uſe it ſometimes 1n One,ſome- 
timesin another ſenſe, as the Circumſtances require. 

The Circnmſtances are principally five, 1. What 
Perſons aboard 2 2. Whither Bound 2 3. What Built ? 
4. What Courſe? 5. What Wind # 

I. The Perſons Aboard, are of three forts. 1. We 
find *Paul and Luke and Ariſtarchus, ver. 1, 2. Paul 
was the great Apoltle and Doctor of the Nations. 
Lake was the great Evangcliſt and Scribe of the Holy 
Goſpel. Ariftarchus was a Noble Macedonian, and a 
Zealous Chriſtian of Theſfſalonica, who Travell'd with 
St. Paxl,and St. Luke,to detray their Temporal Charges, 
to guard them from Injuries, and to help them in all 
things for the Goſpels ſake. Thele three Perſons re- 
preſent unto us the Now-Church of Exgland in the 
{cet ſenſe, Apoltolical and Evangelical. 

Aviitarchus, interpreted, lignities 4 moſt Excellent 
'Prince, as is our Molt Gracious and Soveraign Defen- 
der of the Faith, whom God preſerve, and by him and 
with him, Our *Paul and our Luke. Ariitarchis may 
alſo repreſent unto us whatſoever Wiſe and Chriſtian 
Stateſman or Patriot, who for his Faithtulneſs to his 
Country, is as a Noble /Hacedorian ;, and for his Zeal 
in Religion, and Aid to the Proteſtant Miniſtry, 1s as 
a Pjous Theſſalonian, Allo Theſſulenica was the Metro- 
polis of eMacedonia, and had its Name from its Victo- 
ries : ſo it may. repreſent our Great and Victorious 
City of London, whole Victory now ſhines over and 
out of the Fircs of her Enemies. In fine, every Pro- 
teſtaat Citizen and Country-man is a Religions eMace- 
donian or Theſſelonian in the ſhip of St. Panl, Guarding 

and

and Attending Our Parl, Our Luke, Our Ariitarchus , 
Our Church, Our Golpel, Our Government. 


A ſecond fort of Perſons we find, ver. 1. and 42. 
Julins a Centurion, the Commander of the {hip, with 
his Souldiers of Argnitzs's band : to which we may 
joyn, the Pilot and Maſter of the Ship, with the Satlers 
and Mariners and the whole Ships Crew, ter. I1. and 
30. Theſe repreſent the Church of England in the 
Malignant ſenſe, that is, the Popiſþ Church, nds 
Party among us. For Julizs was the Miniſter of the 
Roman Emperour, whothen was the Cruel Nero, and, 
together with the other Pagan Emperours, 1s by St. 
Fohn called The Red Dragon, becauſe made Red with 
the Bloud of Chriſtians : Which Fed Dragon gave his 
"Power and Seat and great Authority to the Beat, the 
Pope, Rev. 13. 1, 2. Then Fulizs the Centurion aptly 
repreſents every Popiſh Power, or Civil Rozriſþ Mini- 
ſter among usz3 and his Souldiers the *Popiſh Laity, 
Hirclings or Penſioners, or whatſover Popiſh inſtru- 
ments or helps. The Pilot and Maſter, and Ships- 
Crew, repreſent more properly the *Popiſh Clergy with 
their Adherents, and all that are *Popiſbly affefted. In 
Relation to the preſent great *Popiſh Plotz Fulixs im- 
ports the Chiet Civil-Agent thereinz the Pilot and 
Maſter, the Chiet-ſpiritual Ones. Only mark, This 
Julius was 0 Czlar, and we pray God avert ſich a Fudge- 
ment from us, that ever any Ceſar ſhould be ſach a 
Tulins, 

There was a third ſort of perſons in the Ship. There 
were with Paul, certain other * Priſoners, ver. 1. Theſe, 
joyn'd with St. *Paul and his Company, may repreſent 
the Church of Ergland in the Common ſente, as it in-

cludes all that are called *ProteiFants. But if we take 
all theſe ſorts of perſons together, that is, all that are 
Aboard the ſhip, they repreſent the Church of England 
im the National ſenſe, that is, the whole Exg/iſfh Nati- 
on. So much for the firſt Circumſtance, who are 
Aboard ? 

The ſecond Circumſtance is, Whither hound> We 
need not hale them. For we may read afar off, as it 
were in their Fore-Caſtle, in the greateſt Characters, 
ecr. 1. It was determin'd that we ſhould fail into Italy. It 
was determin'd that the Whole Nation of us, The 
Now-Church of Ezg/and in the largeſt ſenſe, ſhould go 
to Rome. Julizs the Commander of the Ship had re- 
ceiv'd Commiſlion for this, which he durſt not negle&t 
or diſobey ; for he could not anfwer ſuch a default be- 
fore his Lord, AugniF#us Nero. It was determin'd (the 
Chap. before) by Porcivs Feitnus, by King Agrippa, and 
by * Bernice, that we ſhould all Gail into [taly to Rome, 
that we ſhould all be ſhipt together and tranſported to 
'Popery. The French Agrippa, and the Pompous Be- 
renice,- were thus kind unto us. And what was Father 
le Cheeſe, Agrippa's Conſeſlor, but a well fed Porcius 
Feitus * And was not Coleman at leaſt, their moſt hum- 
ble Falizs £ Have we notthe Letters of his Commiſhon 
taken from his own hands and confeſt with his own 
Mouth 2 in which it was fully determin'd, that we 
ſhould all fail into raly. That the whole Nation of us 
ſhould ſerve Auguitzs Nero,” or the Bealt in his ſtead. 
That the beaſt ſhould receive his power again over us, 
which alaſs / he has loftſo long, That we ſhould wor- 
ſhip him with a new Zeal, and that for his fake we 
ſhould ſet up his Image over us, thatis, a Popih power 
uw which we need fear nothing, but two things. An 
Arburary 
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Arbitrary Rule to deſtroy our bodies, that is, our 
Lives and Liberties at Pleaſure : and an Antichriſtian 
Religion to deſtroy our Souls of Neceſfiry. This is 
the ſecond circumſtance. Ut was determin'd we ſhud 
ſal intoltaly, 

The third Circumfrance is, of What built the Ship,or, 
whence the Ship? We find it ver. 2. Firſt, we entered 
into a ſhip of Adramyttinm, The Original Word, is 
Chadermouth, which the Greeks mollifying, pronounce 
Adramuttior. It's compounded of Chader, a Conclave 
or privy Room, and eHonth, Death. So that the ſhips 
name was, the Conclate of Death, asif we would call it 
Portmonth, the Port of Death 53 Month ſignifying 
Death in the Hebrew. Therefore this ſhip of St. *Paul 
doth rightly repreſent unto us thar ſhip of the Plot 
which was built in the Jeſuits Conclave z or, which is 
all One, in the Conclave of ome, to us the Conclave 
of Death. For there we were all ſhipt for death, both 
Bodily and Spiritual, Femporal and Eternal. Our E- 
nemies had made themſelves fure of us. Their ſhip 
was ſo well built, their plot was ſo well laid, that they 
counted us as much their Priſoners, having got us into 
their Chadermouth, as Julizs accounted Fault and his 
Fellows his Prifoners, when he had put them into this 
ſhip of Adramyttinmw. I dare engage my Life for a Sa- 
crifice, ſays Coleman to Porcins Keſts, if we ſucceed not 
&c. And his Word was made true, but not to his 
own Mind. But mind now, whom had they ſhip't in 
this ſhip of Death ? Not only Paxl and Lake, but alſo- 
Ariſterch#s our Soverain Lord, the beſt of Princes; and 
with him, every Noble e Macedonian, every faithful 
Patriot 3 every Chriſtian Theſſalonian, every zealous 
Citizen and Proteſtant. Theffalowica 1t (elf, they wn” 

vote 
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voted to the Flames. They ſucceeded in that : they 
burnt our faireſt Proteſtant Ciry : but ſhe coming victo- 
rious with double Glory out of the mid(t of the *Popiſh 
Furnace, ſhe prov'd her ſelf a Thefſalonica indeed. In a 
word,the Whole Nation was put ito this ſhip,their Cha- 
dermouth,to be tranſported to Rowe orDeath or Hell-yet 
'Pauland Luke and Ariſtarchns, that 1s,0uly Our if and 
beſt Ones, were- markt out for preſents to 2 wo, for 
ſacrifices to his holy power. And we (hall (ce w onders 
in their Reſcue. Forte we, 

The fourth Circumſtance, what cour/e the ſhip Recrs? 
Not what courſe the Commander had deviſed, or the 
Sailers. For then we had all been undone, and carried 
to Rome before this. For ver, 2. [hey meant to ſail by 
the Coaſts of Aſia, in which coaſts was Built that Adra- 
myttion, that *Portſmonth, that door of death which 
was prepared for us, therethey had chalkt out an infal- 
lible way of deſtruction for us all. But God regarded 
his ſervants in this Ship : and for his Church and Go- 
ſpels-ſake he ſteer'd his *Paxl, and his Lxke another 
way. He brought them firſt to Sidor, to Agrippa's 
Confederates, and gave *Panl favour even in the eyes 
of Fulizs, and no Ly friends in Sidor, ver. 3. $0 
God raisd us up friends to help us from amid(t our 
Death-plotting Enemics. From Sidon, Julius thought 
to ſail ſtraight to Myra : he miſtook it for a Roman 
word, and chought to work wonders in a moment. But 
the God of *Panl countermanded the Winds, and [teer'd 
them under Cyprus, and over the Sea of Cilicia and 
Pamphylia, ver. 4, 5, led them a way which -they 
thought not of, for the way of the wicked the Lord turn- 
ed upſide down, Pal. 146. 9. at length by his permiſſt- 
on they came to Myra in Lycia : where this firſt ſhip, 

having 
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having ſcrv'd *Paulmore than Fulixs, finiſhed its courſe- 
So has our God made the *Popiſb Plotters to ſerve moſt 
wonderfully the Goſpel's turn, even while they ſought 
to deſtroy it. The Parallel of this firſt ſhip ſeems to 
reach as far as the matter of Toleration, procured by 
Our Evgliſh Julia's: by which they doubted not to 
Hobgoble us all, to ſhip us and tranſport us, as fo 
many ſtock-fiſh, and to fell us to /Fome at what rate 
they pleasd. But that ſhip, their Chadermonth failing 
them, 

The ſacred Hiſtory tells us, ver. 6. That at Myra in 
Lycia, Fulins found a ſhip of Alexandria, ſailing into 
Italy, and put us therein. Myra, from the Greek is in- 
terpreted a place of Myrrh 5 and Lycia a place of 
Wolves.  Myrrh is a funeral Odorament, and the 
Wolves of our Land are the Plotters of Nome. Then 
Mjrain Lycia was that funeral Conſult of Wolves, that 
is, of the Jcſuits : 1n which they had bound up together 
as in a funeral Bundle, the facred Life of our King, 
with the lives of our Pauls, of our -Lxke's, of all our 
Ariſtarchus's, of every noble eMacedovian, of every 
zealous Theſſalonian among us. This was their Alex- 
andria, in which they thought to conquer all. In this 
ſhip, ſays St. Luke ver. 7. We fail'd ſlowly many dayes, 
over-againſt Cnidus, under Crete, over-against Salmone, 
and after much adoe, came to the fair havens, nigh 
wherennto was the City of Leaſes, Of theſe places, Ob» 
ſerve, Firſt of Create, Tit: 1, 12. Ks 6 $wrdt, &c, 
The Cretans are always Liars, evil ' Beaſts, Idle-bellies, 
Cridns interpreted imports the Art of flandering, Sal- 
mone of flatterring, Laſee of Fraud, ſubtle, and fox- 
like Circumvention. All theſe put together, lying, 
> flantcring, fraud, ſubtlety, dillimulation, 


circum» 
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6 circumvention, repreſent unto us the. Myſtery of Jeſu- 
itiſm, with which (as with the Devil's Compaſs) they 
ſteered their Alexandria, failing flowly many dayes, 
till with much ado they came to the fair Havens of 
ſome vain and preſumptuous hopes. 

For in the height of their Alexandrian hope, behold 
what befell them and their Alexandria : Their wicked, 
horrid and plagiary delign againſt *Paxl and Lake and 
Ariſtarchus, againſt King and Church and State, was 
ſtrangely diſcover'd and brought into light. And our 
gracious *Parl according to his —_ ſpirit advis'd 
our Fulixs and his Company ta delilt and proceed no 
farther. His Reafons you have ver. 9, 10. Firſt, that 
the time of ſailing was now#ſpent, and ſailing was very 
dangerous. For the. Fetiſh Faſt of September was over, 
at which time of year, Our Popiſh Plot was fully diſco- 
ver d. Paxl alſo told them, that the event of a farther 
Voyage would be with much hurt and dammage not only of 
lading and ſhip, but alſo of their lives. This diſcovery 
being made, and that by the help of their own Confe- 
derates, wasſurely ſufhcient to make them deſiſt, had 
not more than a deviliſh wickedneſs wholly poſleſt and 
over-rul'd them. But mark the deviliſh Obduracy of 
the Popiſh Clergy. 

For ver. 11, 12. The Pilot and Maſter of the ſhip 
with the Company of Sailers and Seamen, that is, the 
*Popiſh Clergy, Cardinals, *Provincials, and other Feſu- 
its and Prieits ſuffer'd not Fulins to hearken to *Paxl ; 
but gave him all hopes of the beſt ſucceſs, and that they 
might yet obtain their purpoſe, and find a commodi- 
ous Haven to winter in, even Phenice in Crete. In this 
they all joyn'd Votes and Voices, and prevail'd with 
Julius that he conſented to them, and would not 

hearken 
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bearken to Paul, and fo their deſign for *Phenice was 
concluded.,- What this Phenice 1n Crete imports, 1s 
not hard to unridle. Crete, as St. Pax! told us, is the 
famous ſcat of Liars 3 and Phenice,that eſpecially which 
1s 1n Crete, 1s famous for that credit, which the 4 
mans themſelves call fidem Punicam, Phenicean credit, 
which never fails to fail. Then *Phenzce in Crete, islyc 
in lye, plot in plot, . fraud upon fraud, a plot of plots. 
This was the Popiſh Alexardrian plot. They refolv'd 
and it was determin'd, that although their Chadermonth 
fail d,yet their Alexardria ſhould not. The reſult of the 
Conſult was to deny, and abjure the diſcover'd plot 
with ſuch impudence, that Heaven and Earth could 
not poſſibly believe : and not only fo, but their Refo- 
lution was this, while they denied their own plot with 
a Cretian lye, that at the ſame time they would lay a 
worle plot at the Proteſtant door with a Pheniaanlye. 
This was their *Phenice in Creet. And this was a very 
cunning and ſubtle Haven for them to Winter in. 
Therefore ver. 12. This Haven is faid to He toward the 
South-weſt and North-Weſt : that is, in the form of an 
half Moon, within which their Alexandria might have 
winter'd ſafe and ſecure from all Wind and Weather, 
and could they have got in here, they had fav'd them- 
ſelves, and had carried us all, Our Pars, our Luke's, 
and our Ariftarchss's, Our Church and State to Rowe, 
But God forbad ſuch a thing : yet they went very far 
toward itz they faild very fair for it a while, with a 
fair ſouth-gale. For as you have ver. 13. The ſouth- 
wind blew ſoftly upon them, and ſuppoſing they had obtain'd 
their purpoſe, looſeng from the fair havens, they ſail'd cloſe 
by Crete, their beloved land, ſed prevenit jaGum an- 
chore Dews.

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It was not Tong, tilt ver, 14. There aroſe zyainft them 
a tempeſtuous 6%, called Euroclydon, This cab the 
breath of Jehovah our God, which blew our Enemies 
from their expected port, from their refuge of Lies, 
from their dear Phenice, and faved us from their baſe 
Phenician defigns : which we conſider with aſtoniſh- 
ment-to the praiſe of Providence in the 
Fifth Circumſtance, how they wind £ What is that 
Exroclydon 2 Many read it Fugyaxi>ov + and fo the La- 
tine renders it Erro-aquilo, The North-Eaſt wind. 
The Word ſeems.to import much of the American Hur- 
ricane mn it, which riſing in the Eaſt, Whirles towards 
the North, and thence to the Weſt, and gatherin 
force round the Compaſs, comes to its fulleſt miſchief in 
the South. However this is certain,it was Exrctyphonicas. 
was a. ſudden Violent, Tempeſtuous and Mighty Wind 
riſing fom the Eaſt, with which their Alexandria was 
& caught, , that ſhe could not bear up into the Wind, 
but was viokently. beaten from the deſired Phenice, 
Now this dilappointment was wonderful in our eyes. 
For they had brought their ſhip in ſight of their Phe- 
rige, they. had,a fair ſoft fouth-gale for a time, they 
thought they ,had. obrain'd.their purpoſe, , they had 
wip'd their mouths clean of the Plot, as if it had never 
touch'd their Lips, they denied it, they abhorr'd ir, 
they curſed it, they abjurd it to very Death, they got 
Martyrs, not_a few, zealous Martyrs for their Lye; 
they had made ridiculous, odious, infamous, all that 
ſhould matter againſt them 3 the Diſcoverers of the 
Plot were made the Plotters 3 Qur Pax/'s, our Luky's, 
our Ariſtarchis's, even they were accuſed 3 the A- 
lexandrian-Crew wasevery day heard loud in fuzzaþp's. 
Phenice was un their hearts, un their eyes, almoſt'm

their hands : they thought furely to Winter there, and 
the next ſpring to tranſport"'vis all, Their Midwite 
Sham-plots, 'their Cnidiar, Salmonean, Laſean, Cretian, 
Phemician Lyes, Tnicks, Jugglings, Conjurings, 'Equi- 
vocations, Mental Reſervations, Oral Prolations, Per- 
juries, rangers precions' Subornations, moſt holy 


bloody Oaths of Secrefie, but above all their-ſtupen- 
dious, unparallelVd, miraculous Martyrdoms, which 
Heaven and Earth and Hell do admire, that fo many 
men ſhould dye for alye in envy to the Martyrs of og 
ſus who dyed for the Truth. ' Theſe things, T fay, 
made up their hopes (o full and fair, that they doubted 
not to Winter in Phcrice, and next ſpring to gowhere 
they pleasd. But the Lord forbad. - There came a 
North-Eaſt Wind from the Lord, and fo beat upon 
their Crete that they utterly loſt all ſight and hope of 
Phenice, To be brief, this was the Exroclydon' of the 
laſt Parliament, That Typhonical Wind which blew 
upon the Plot from the Tryal of Stafford: with which 
their Mexardria was caught, and' could not bear up 
into the Wind any longer. This is the ſum of the 
Text, and when the ſhip was caught and could not bear wp 
into the Wind, we let her drive, But you will ay, Do 
not the Papilts bear up into the Wind ſtill ? I anfiver, 
No : but let us examine what follows the Text, and 
well find, they have given up themſelves to the Mer- 
cy of the Winds a long time; and are in a fad drift, 
driven they know not whither; even whither the Ma- 
ſter ofthe Winds ſhall drive'them : and were it not that 
Paul and Luke and Ariitarches are in the ſhip, they had 
periſht _=_ agoe. Time will not ſuffer me to be par- 
ticular inall poinfs. I muſt be content to obſerve one 
or two things.

known our God) al hope that we ſhould be jaued had been 
taken away. But, God be bleft, we find, ver. 21. We 
have St. Pa»/to ſtand up in the' mid(t of us, to comfort 
and cheer us and to give us Aflurance of that God 
whom he preaches, that he hath determin'd (contrary 
to our Knemics) ro ſave us, that. an hair of our head 
ſball not ;pexiſb, ver.22. Now I exhort you ta be of good 
cheer, ſays St, Paul, for there ſball be. 9 loſs of any want 
Life among you, but of the Skip. - 'Twothings he tells us, 
I. The ſhip ſpall be loſt, that, is, the Now-Church of 
England in the Mahgnant ſenſe, The Pop:zſh Church,the 
Komifh Bottom, their truſty,” Alexandria (hall be bro- 
ken in pieces, . it ſhall Git-no more in the Engliſh. Seas 
You may read, Er, 39. The failers diſcovering a cartain 
creek with a ſhore, thought to thruit in the SL 1p there, and 
to ſave themſelves and the Vellcl, and wer. 40..,they 
made all ſhifts to do it : but ver. 41. Falivg ivto a plact 
rene Iwo ſeas met. they,ran the ſhap aground : and the 
| forepart 
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forepart ſtuck faſt and remained unmoveable, but the hin- 
der part was broken with the violence of the waves, So 
now our 'Popiſh Sailers may perhaps have ſome hopes 
in the Oxford Creek and Shore, and may think to 
thruſt in their Alexandria there, and to fave the Veſſel 
of their Plot, But I truſt rather the Word of St.Paul, 
The Skip ſhall be loſtE. They'll find at Oxford two Seas 
meet, the Houſe of Lords, and the Houſe of Commons ; 
there they ſhall run their Alexandria aground. The 
forepart thall ſtick faſt and remain unmoveable : their 
Chicftains ſhall ſtick where Stafford ſtuck. As for the 
hinderpart of the ſhip, the reſt of the *Popiſh ront, that 
{hall be broken in pieces with the violence of the 
Waves. Our Engliſh Seas will ſpue them out, and our 
Loyal ground will ſwallow themalive. And this, is the 
loſs of the ſhip ; to this ſhall the *Popiſh Alexandria be 
driven by the Winds of the Lord our God. But of 
our lives who are in the ſhip, Paz! tells us, there ſha# be 
20 loſs of any mans Life among you.This is underſtood of 
the Now-Church of Ezgl:nd in the (ele@& ſenſe, as it 
includes all true Proteſtants. We mult confefs ever 
they were, or now are in utmoſt danger - neither conld 
they, nor yet can they ſave themſelyes. *Parl and. 
Luls and Ariſtarchus, they were in the ſhip winch was 
loſt, and when it was loſt and they ſuffer'd los with the 
{hip : yea,. they were in other peculiar danger, no leſs 
unavoidablethan ſhipwrack, without God. For, ver. 
42. The Souldiers counſel. was to kill the * Priſoners, and 
Pal in. the firſt place. © But God turn'd the heart of 
Julius to ſave *Parl, and with Par! the reſt. ' So may 
the Lord turn the hearts of our *Popiſh Fulins's toifave 
our 'Parl's, our Lyke's, our Ariſtarchus's 5 Our Goſpel, 
Qur Government. Therefore alſo even Jalis and 
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his Companions were ſaved with Pal and his Compa- 
nions. 

The Hiſtory tells us not that Fulixs became þ Chriſti- 
an, yet becauſe he befriended Pax/, we have ſome 
—_— him, even ſo we have hope (till of the *Popi/h 
Julixs's among usz that not only their Lives but their 
Souls too'may be faved with us. - But to conclude all, 
let us mark. with what difficulty even Pay and his 
Company were ſaved. 

Ver. 43. Thoſe that could ſwim, caſt themſelves firſt 
into the Sea,and got to land. The beſt among us may be 

ut to ſwimfor our lives-and if the ſea,wherein we muſt 
wim, prove not a Sea of bloud, which God of his infi- 
nite Mercy prevent,and avert by his Almighty power:yet 
certainly the Sea we muſt ſwim in, is very tempeſtuous, 
and the billows break higher and higher, nll God 
{ball rebuke them and bid them be (hill. But alafs! 
all cannot ſwim ; ſome muſt be put to harder ſhifts. 
Therefore ver. 44. Thoſe that could not ſwim, got ſome 
On boards, ſonee on mw yr" of the ſhip, and. ſo it came 
6 that they eſeaped all ſafe to land. All ! All ! None 
3 no, not One of two hundred threeſcore and ſixteen 
fouls, ver:37. But pray mark : 

Who theſe all were ? they were they who had Payl 
and Lake and Ariſtarchus with them. That is all who 
keep and obſerye the Apoſtolical and Evangelical 
Faith 5 and who maintain the Ariſtarchical, that is, 
the true, beſt, ancient, juſt and lawfully eſtabliſh't 
Government among us, which is by King and Parlia- 
ment. God has joined theſe, no man muſt divide 
them. The Papiſts would take away the Parliament 
from the King, and God knows too many join with 
the Papiſts in this point, which is the greateſt OY

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Papiſts'can wiſh to gam. On the other hand, rhere be 
Commonwealth-men, who would take away the King 
from the Parliament : thoſe ſhall not befaved from the 
ſtorm, for they wantan Ariſtarchrs on'their fide.

This is one Emglifh Glory, an Ariftarchy;hot 
an Ariſtocracy, where many hoſd the Scepter 3 but an 
Ariſtarchy, where our Sovereign Lord and King is hon» 
our'd and obeyed of all as moſt excellent and ſupreme, 
as the anointed of the Lord among us. Whom weobey 
forthe Lord'sſake according to his Laws, and the'-Laws 
of the Nation; and for whom we- pray to the Lotd;that 
he will keep him as the man ofhisright hand,making him 
a Ruler according to his own heart. Let us then cleave 
faithfully to our Pa»/,toour Lxke,to our Ariſtarchws; and 
there ſhall not an hair fall from the head: of any oftis."Be 
what ye ought tobe, be your ſelves, be rae EoWniwr 
and faithfut Chriſtians : maintain the Ezel/ib Law,-and 
the Proteſtant Faith 3 Give God,the King, and\your' Bre- 
thren their due - and Ibid you with St. Paw, of good 
cheer, for there ſhall be no loſs of any mans li bnt 
of the ſhip. The Popiſh Alexandria ſhall be broken” in 
pieces. The forepart ſticks already faſt, *the hinder 
part cannot hold long. However,
